vention and scientific lumbering op- 
erations has now turned the tide i 
the threatened destruction ef Amer-| 
ica’s great forests and within 100, 
years they will be able to meet all 
demands for timber, Henry F. Hart- 
ner, of Urania, La., told members 
attending the op2ning session here to- 
day of the fifth annual convention 
of the Association of State Forest- 
ers. He declared that this country 
previous to the policy now being 
carried out had been thyeatened with 
denudation of the forests by care- 
lessnears and deliberate forest fires. 
Provisions of the Clark-McNary 
act, passed at the last session of | 
congress, *‘o give federal aid to for- 
est development. were explained by 
Col. W. B. Greeley, of  Washing- 
ton, D. C., chief forester of the fed- 
eral forest service. The act provides 
anpropriations for fire prevention, 
investigation of the forest situation 
with a view to framing equitable 
forest taxation Jaws and _= distribu- 
tion of seedlings for planting. 

“The greatest results in refores- 
have been obtained through 
our deferred taxation laws,” said W. 
H. Sonderegger, president of the as- 
sociation, in his annual address. 
Land owners in Louisiana, he said, 
may place forest lands worth $3 to 
SS an acre under a forestry contract 
for a period not to exceed 40 years. 
At the expiration of the contract the 
timber crop is valued and placed on 
the tax roll for the taxes that are 
then in force, —

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TAX LAW VIGLATION 


Kansas City, Mo., December 1.— 
(By The Associated Press.)—Decis- 
ion on the demurrers of Walter 8S. 
Dickey, owner and editor of the Kan- 
sas City Journal-Post and Ralph Ellis, 
general managing editor of the news- 
papers, to indictments charging illegal 
publication of income tax returns, 
will be given in federal court tomor- 
row morning by. Federal Judge A. L. 
Reeves, who is Hearing the case. 

The entire day was taken up with 
arguments on the demurrers, Senator 
Jemes A. Reed, defense counsel, con- 
suming the three-hour afternoon ses- 
sion. 

The demurrers, recognizing the 
truth of facts contained in the indict- 
ments, challenge the sufficiency of the 
charges. 

Denies Law Violation. 

Defense counsel maintained that the 
publication of names of tax payers 
and the amounts of tax paid did not 
constitute a violation of the law in 
that the names and figures published 
in the newspapers were not taken from 
the returns of individuals but were 
taken from lists compiled by the col- 
lector of internal revenue and which 
had been thrown open to publie in- 
spection. The defense dwelt at length 
upon the difference between publishing 
a part of an income tax return and 
the publishing of the list of income 
tax payers, 

It was maintained that the figures 
of income tax payments contained in 
the list compiled by the collector of 
internal revenue were not always the 
same as those contained in an indi- 
vidual’s income tax return, since the 
bureau has power to make changes if 
the amount has not been properly com- 
puted. It was contended also that the 
amount of income tax paid constituted 
an assessment against the individuai’s 
income by the internal revenue bureau. 

Reed Defends Rights of Press. 

Senator Reed argued it was the in- 
tent of congress to make publie the 
amounts of income tax paid and that 
it was within the rights of a news- 
paper to publish what had heen made 


| public. He launched an attack against 


the provision of the law prohibiting 
publication of income tax returns, 
declaring it violated the constitution 
of the United States. 

“Tf this indictment is sustained,” 
Senator Reed said, “there is the end 
of the liberty of the press.” If the 
law is given the construction set out 
in the indictment, he said, congress 
could completely control the press of 
the United States. It would he tha 
end of liberty far the press, he eon- 
tinued, if an editor could be sent to 
jail for thie. 

“Throttle the press, Senator 
Reed said, “and you bankrupt a few 
financially; throttle the press and 
you bankrupt millions intellectually.” 

Sees Good Effect. 

Senator Reed argued at length on 

the constitutionality of the law which 


i“;he said in one section provided for 


throwing the list of taxpayers open 
to the public and in another fixed 
penalties for the publication of in- 
come tax returns, 

Publication of the amounts paid, 
continued, in no way hampered 
the collection of income tax since 
the lists as published constituted 
completed transactions between the 
government and the tax payers. As 
to affecting future tax collections he 
said, the most probable effect would 
be. to cause rich men, by force of 
public opinion, to make restitution 
for taxes evaded previously, 

United States District Attorney C. 
C. Madison and Assistant United 
States District Attorney Sam Car- 
mean argued for the government, con- 
tending that the law clearly set out 
provisions prohibiting the publication 
of income tax returns or any part of 
income tax returns, The government 
counsel contended that the publica- 
tion of the names and amounts of 
taxes paid constituted publication of 
a part of income tax returns in yio- 
lation of the law.

A-RAY EVIDENCE. 

There is still a good deal of misun- 
derstanding ameng the laity about the 
diagnostic value of X-ray examination 
or pictures, This is in part attribn- 
table to the dishonest advertising of 
unprincipled charlatansiand in part, I 
think, to the innate fondness of our 
plain people for being humbugged by 
anything novel or unusual or mysteri- 
ous in the way of remedy or treatment. 
A childish notion which the quacks 
have propagated, namely that by means 
of an X-ray machine a doctor can look 
through the body and see just what 
is wrong within, leads ‘many gullible 


persons to seek out an N-ray examina-. 


tion on their own initiative. 
foolish extravagance, as a mere matter 
of economy; it rarely forwards the 
diagnosis at best. It is advisable 
to seek an X-ray examination when the 
physician suggests it. Even when 
the physician indicates a definite ob- 
ject for the X-ray examination, the 
examination costs slenty and gives lit- 
tle enough useful information. 

When too much reliance is placed 
on the X-ray evidence, error is likely 
to occur. <A Cincinnats internist re- 
cently reported a series of cuses in 
which diagnostie errors had led to un- 
called-for appendectomy, seven cases 
in. the series being those in which op- 
eration, was resorted to on the as- 
surance of the roentgenoiogist that the 
patient had chronie appedicitis. At 
operation the appendix was found 
normal or some other condition, over- 
looked by the X-ray expert, was found 
responsible for the patient's trouble. 

Commenting upon CT fete of di- 
agnosis through much reliance upon 
X-ray evidence. this internist says:

“Lastly, it must never be lost sight 
of that the roentgenologist, as his very 
greatest contribution to the diagnosis.. 
ean merely make certain anatomic 
observations and describe them. It 
remains for the clinician (that is, the 


patient’s physician) to determine 
the bearing such findings have on the 
clinical history of the patient. What- 
ever the roentgenologist has to offer 
is merely one link in a chain. The 
responsibility resting on the clinician 
for a diagnosis remains.” 

Merely one link of the chain is al] 
some people need to trip over. 

The roentgenologist’s contribution 
to the diagnosis, as the internist de- 


fines it, reminds me of the nurse's 
contribution to the protocol back in 
our internship days. The nurse 
was required to report to the intern 
that the patient had ceased breath- 
ing; it was then the intern’s preroga- 
tive to investigute, weigh all the evi- 
dence, and decide whetner the informua- 
tion elicited by the aurse had any 
sinister significance. 

The roentgen ray, when property 
used, as defined in the paragraph I 
have quoted from the internist’s re- 
port, gives either positive or negative 
evidence of the utmost value in gen- 
eral diagnosis and all good physicians 
make daily use of its aid. A sealpel. 
a needle and a bit of ether come in 
very handily, too, if you're going to 
have your gallstones removed, say, but 
without human intelligence and skill 
in the application ot these things 
in your particular case it would be 
very poor judgment tv lay in a stock 
of these things before you visit the doe- 
tor,

London, December 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —The text of the new 
Anglo-German commercial] treaty, in 
which both nations return to a pre- 
war basis of mutual preferential 
treatment, has been completed and 
will be signed as soon as the minor 
disagreements over the 26 per cent 
reparations duty has been cleared. 

(Under the terms drawn up, Ger- 
many not only grants most favored 
nation treatment to England, but 
gives guarantees against discrimina- 
tory treatment and limitation of im- 
norts. The British government binds 
itself to introduce in parliament a 
bill removing all the war restrictions 
stiN_ imposed against the Germans in 
england. This means that no dis- 
crimination will be made _ between 
Germans and other foreigners and 
Germany will be allowed several mi- 
nor trade concessions.

The decision specifies 20 railroads 
and their subsidiaries, named by the 
brotherhood in a natien-wide move- 
ment for punitive overtime. ‘The prin- 
ciple affects employees represented hy 
the brotherhood on all roads in the 
United States.

The brotherhood contended that 
we are to have a real eight-hour day,” 
according to the principle previously 
affirmed by the board. “it must be 
protected by penalty rules, otherwise 
it is meaningless.”

France’s Three Loans Listed Here 
Differ as to Technical Provisions 
and Before Choosing One of the 
Three Should Be Studied. 


The Investor 


PAUL WILLARD GARRETT 


Flotation a week ago of another $100,000,000 loan by the republic 
of France makes the French people the largest foreign borrowers on our 
market. The various French government, municipal, railroad and other 
issues payable in dollars and listed on the New York Stock Exchange total 
$460,000,000. The borrowings at this market of no other foreign peo- 
ple run so high. 

The large volume of French obligations dealt in here already has 
prompted a study of economic situations having to do with fundamentals, 
but there is another matter that has not been considered so carefully. 
Investors who have satisfied themselves on the question simply of sound- 
ness Should not consider that their investigation is completed. The in- 
quiry should be carried a step further. It should include an analysis of 
the technical provisions of the various issues. Particular reference ifs 
made here to the redemption clauses of the three outstanding French gov- 
ernment loans, 


} The 8s Yield Handsomely 

The first French government loan brought out in this country was 
the $100,000,000 issue of 8s due in 1945. These bonds were retailed in 
September, 1920, a time when money was dear and when European coun- 
tries did not enjoy the best of credit. In consequence France was obliged 
then to make her bonds pretty attractive to our investors. She not only 
attached 8 per cent coupons to the bonds but agreed to set up an annual 
Sinking fund to retire bonds at 110. The point has been overlooked by 
a good many investors, but this sinking fund is sufficient to take up the 
whole issue by the date of maturity. 

The long and short of the matter is that any.one who holds a French 
8 can be certain, so far as technical provisions can make the matter cer- 
tain, that the obligation will be repaid at 110. That price may be paid 
on March 15, 1926, the earliest date for redemptions, or at maturity. 
At 105 1-2 the bonds are selling 4 1-2 points below the price at which 
they will be repaid. If redemption falls in 1926 the yield will be 10.6 
per cent; if it falls in 1945, the year of maturity, the yield will be 7.7 
per cent. Every investor is assured of 7.7 per cent, and with luck he 
should have more. 
The 74s Are Not Callable. 

\The second $100,000,000 French loan was offered here in May, 
1921, when conditions were somewhat more favorable to foreign bor- 
rowers than in 1920. Bonds of this loan were given a 7 1-2 per cent 
coupon rate and were made non-callable prior to the date of maturity. 
The French 7'%s represent the most \“rominent foreign loan dealt 
in here that offers a high coupon to investors and which may be bought 
in the assurance that bonds may be held to maturity. For investors who 


want a permanent investment and who dislike issues that may be re- . 


— at any time the 74s offer an appeal that-callable issues cannot 
offer. 

With the French 74s of 1941 now selling fractionally above par, in- 
vestors can easily figure their yield to maturity. It wiii be Just under 
the coupon rate, 74 per cent. -On bonds bought at present levels there 
is nothing to make the yield more or less than this calculation indicates. 

Callable Feature of New 7s. 

The new $100,000,000 French loan retailed here last week at 94 
also should be studied with regard to its redemption provisions. The 
French government covenants to put aside as a sinking fund $4,200,000 
per annum, payable in monthly installments beginning January 1, 1925. 
The bonds mature in twenty-five years, or in 1949, and the sinking fund 
is sufficient to retire one-twenty-fifth of the entire issue annually. 

However, there is no assurance that every bond will be called through 
the operation of the sinking fund. Bonds may be purchased in the open 
market if obtainable at or below 105; otherwise, beginning December 1, 
1925, bonds must be called at 105 for sinking fund purposes. Virtually 
the whole lot will be bought in the open market or called by the date of 
maturity, but an investor cannot be certain of 105 even if he holds bonds 
to the date of maturity. There is a possibility, even if not a likelihood,
